"Feeling keenly the many imposi- 
tions upon him, Diny, in a moment of pas- 


sion, shot the dog. 


"The farmer has sufficient with which 


to contend—wind, storms, drought,'floods, 
stock "market gamblers, and hunters' dogs. 
Much beautiful poetry has been written 
about the dog and reams of eloquence have 
been spoken about the faithfulness of the 
dog to his master. 


"But these poets and orators: did not 


have this dog in mind; neither |did they 
ever own sheep and cows, in which they 
took great pride and upon which they de- 
pended for their existence. For that rea- 
son an absolute pardon is granted."

'measures today in dealing with the 
Irregulars campaign against the 
government, executing seven men 
here and in Cork for possession of 
arms and participation in attacks. 
This resumption of executions fol- 
lowed closely the raids over the 
•week-end upon the colonies of Re- 
publican sympathizers in England 
and Scotland in which more than 
100 prisoners were taken. 
The 


prisoners were shipped here from 
England and confined in Mount Joy 
jail on charge of conspiracy to sup- 
ply the irregulars 
with 
-weapons 


and munitions and thus aid the an- 
ti-government cause.

tax measure and Speaker John 
I. 


Dahl, with his general income tax 
bill. 
The governor, however, 
is 


reported on good authority to 
be 


planning one 
or two 
innovations 


which he believes will give his pro- 
posal the support k needs to get 
through the legislature. 


Although his tax plan is still in 


very tentative shape, Gov. Elaine 
is said now to be placing emphasis 
on the new 
distribution 
feature, 


probably to be included in the bill. 
This section of the proposal would 
provide 
that 
the state is, to re- 


ceive 50 per cent of. the 
revenue, 


with the remaining 50 per cent tcr 
be distributed to cities and coun- 
ties on the basis of population, ac- 
cording to one reliable report. 
By using population as the scale 


for distributing the 
tax 
returns, 


the governor is said to figure that 
he can placate Milwaukee's objec- 
tion to existing tax bills. 
Objec- 
tions to the plan, however, may 
cause him to orop 
it before 
the 


the measure is finally reported out. 


It is believed here that the new 


bill is being drafted in the execu- 
tive office by Gov. Bl.iinp and M. B. 
Olbrich. executive 
counsel 
on iu- 


formatior 
furnished 
by 
the tax 


commission. All angles of thp tax 
question nre being investigated in 
an attempt to hit upon features of 
a measure 
that can 
be pushed 


through both houses. 
1 
There :s practical assurance that 


the administration tax bill will not 
include repeal of the personal prop- 
erty offset. The ratps'^'ill approx- 
imate those in the D;ihl bill, it is 
said, with .a lower rate on corpor- 
ation earnings than the six per 
cent flat rate of tho Dnh! proposal. 


The governor is confronted with 


the problem of raising 
97.000,000 


'additional revenue for 
state pur- 


poses, because 
of 
repeal 
of the 


special mill taxes and the teachers' 
retirement 
fund 
income- 
surtax. 


With the offest still ir. effect, 
that 


means that he will have 
to have 
rates in effect which caa produce an 
additional $5,000.000 annually. 


To provide this amount of reve- 


nue, it is essential that the state 
retain a large proportion of

By cutting two per cent from the 
flat tax rate on corporations car- 
ried in his income surtax proposal 
before the legislature, Senator H. 
J. Severson 
said 
today that 
he 


would have business $2.000,000 an- 
nually. 


This reduction is made possible 


by the increased returns from the 
tax on stock dividends, 
not pre- 


viously taxed, and on the revenue 
derived from corporation 
incomes 


which are larger this year, due to 
a business revival. 


As his bilt now stands, Senator 
Severson estimates that it would 
produce 52,000,000 from 
corpora- 


tion earnings through the flat two 
. per cent rate. $2.000.000 from stock 


dividends and $2,500,000 from the 
surtax on earnings 
of individuals 


over S4.000. 
This total of $5,500,- 


000 of revenue would go to replace 
the present special mill taxes 
for 


state purposes and the surtax at- 
tached to the teachers' insurance 
and retirement fiaid. 


Senatov Severson announced that 


his bill will be pushed in the leg- 
islature and 
before 
the 
finance 


committee despite the 
announce- 


ment of Governor Elaine that he 
has a tax 
measure 
of his own 
Speaker Dahl, author of the gen- 
eral income tax bill now under con- 
sideration, takes tho same position,

HE .old idea 'hat children exist to sup- 
port thp family, which Wisconsin and 


other progressive states have bee.n fight- 
ing for years through compulsory edu- 
cation laws, mothers' pension laws, and 
various methods, of public assistance, 
comes to life again in this recent attack 
upon Wisconsin part-time school laws. A 
few poor and misguided parents have 
been stirred up to protest against the 
loss of ihe small percentage of the earn- 
ing power of their children-of which they 
have been deprived by the requirements 
of one day in school. The investigation of 
specific cas.ps of al-egod disaster to tho 
family -through loss of wages duo to this 
law has revealed in almost every instance 
the facl cither lhat no such great dis- 
aster was pending or that there was some 
other method, such as mothers' pensions, 
change of employment, etc.. for taking 
care of the family raiher than to place 
its burden? upon !hc shoulders of a liny 
or girl Minier eighteen. 


Twelve years ago Wisconsin took the 


lead in (he policy of caring for a long 
neglected problem—the further educa- 
tion of those who gu to work at an early 
age instead of going < > n to high school 
and college. 
Until 1011. although thcso. 


boys and girls contributed materially to 
the producing of Wisconsin's wealth, the 
state and 'he local community spent: 
nothing on (heir education. It,'spent 
gen- 


erously on the education of those who 
were able and desirous of going on to 
high school and college. 
It paid 
i i < > at- 


tention to those children who, along \vith 
adult workers, were actual contributors 
to the support of the education of the 
fortunate young people of (heir own age. 


The law of 19.1!. required Ihe establish- 


ment of schools for these employed chil- 
dren in cities of five thousand and over 
and their attendance between the ages of 
fourteen and sixteen for four, hours a 
week at these schools. 


There was* considerable protest against 


*Jae law. The schools themselves were .na- 


turally poor in the beginning. The chil- 
dren clid not like to toe "forced back into 
school". Employers found it inconveni- 
ent to let off their young employes for 
four hours a week. A few parents com- 
plained-of the hardship of being deprived 
of the earnings for a half day. a week. 
But on the whole, the idea was well.ac- 
cepted— ao well that in 1917 the age was 
raised to 17 and the hours to eight per 
week. 
Attcmpt.s to improve the law 


further failed until 1921 ^en the legis- 
lature passed Ihe bill to require half tjmc 
attendance to 16 and eight hours a week.

N general, employers and labor have 
stood together in Wisconsin for the 


retention and extension of educational op- 
portunities for young people who aro 
working. A few of both groups and a 
few poorly informed and short sighted 
parents are now trying to force our 
standards down. They attack compulsion 
as an arbitrary thing. They fail to 
realize that these children cannot be 
trusted voluntarily to obtain for them- 
selves the education that it is in the in- 
terest of society they should obtain; they 
cannot be expected to flock in voluntarily 
to school; to weigh fairly the immediate 
needs of their parents for financial help 
against their own needs for the future, 
and to secure individually from employ- 
ers part-time arrangements- which will 
make school attendance possible. Com- 
pulsion is not an arbitrary solution. ' It 
is ihe only practical one. 


We have been striving for years to de- 


velop part time schools which, correlated 
with the practical experience of the 
young employe, will guarantee an educa-. 
tion to the employed young person as val- 
uable as, even though different, from a 
high school education. With the eigh- 
teen year upper limit and the half time 
feature to sixteen we have reached the 
place where the schools have some 
chance of making good this aim. Many 
of the part-time schools of the state aro 
doing good work. None of them have 
yet reached the high standards which 
may be hoped for. If they arc allowed to 
go on with the present age limits un- 
changed, in a few more years they will 
be able to offer a service to employed 
young people in Wisconsin which will 
have no more opposition than compulsory 
full time education to the age of fourteen 
now has.

continues lo increase as it has of laic, in but 
a few years the ordinary citizen, the -working 
man, can no longer hope to own his home. 


Ho will have to be content with renting and 


occupying two or three rooms, as he does in 
European cities af. the present time. 


In the last 25 years the. valuation of resi- 


dence properties have multiplied two and one- 
half time?, and the tax rate has multiplied by 
tho same number, so that -. piece of property 
pays six times as much taxes as it did 25 years 


fl^C. 


In sonic cases the increase is more and in 


pome cases it. is less, but as near as I have 
been able to determine, .1 residence that paid 
S'JO taxes in 1838 will pay 
$120 taxes now, 


provided the property has been kept in per- 
fect repair ;ind is in a good state of preserva- 
tion. 


Another fact I have observed is that a resi- 


dence pays in taxes, at the present time, -what 
it rented for 25 years ago. 


This can "be verified repeatedly. 
I know 


property that rented for JJO per. month 25 
j-ears ago, and now the uauia little collage 


pays $120 taxes or more. 


At the rate taxes are increasing now, this 


same cottage will pay from $750 to $1000 tax- 
es 25 years hence! Will the working man be 
able than to rent more than two or throe 
rooms? 


1 believe the right time to come to an un- 


derstanding on the tax question is at election 
time; the taxpayer should declare himself and 
say what he will stand for and no more.

The appended table gives tax data for the
